1858 — PUCCINI — 1958 


Giacomo Puccini was born in Lucca in 1858 and died in Brussels in 1924. 


Puccini wrote 12 operas; Le Villi, Edgar, Manon Lescaut, La Boheme, La 
Tosca, Madam Butterfly, ta Fanciulla del West, La Rondine, three operas 
of one act known as Il Trittico (Il Tabarro, Suora Angelica, Gianni 


Schicchi), and finally La Turandot which was completed by the composer, 
Franco Alfano, as Puccini died and left the opera unfinished.

THE PIANO 


and its development 


The principle which finds its most complete and 
complex expression in the modern piano was 
the discovery of Pythagoras who was the first 
to measure à vibrating string stretched between 
bridges on a resonance box. By this Monachord 
he was able to determine the intervals of the 
Greek octave scale. This principle of interval 
measurement was employed in the eleventh 
century by the founder of our modern musical 
system, Guido 'dArezzo. 


Before reaching its present form the piano 
went through many stages of development, 
including the  Hexachord,  Spinet,  Virginal, 
Clavichord, etc. Only certain keys were available 
to composers in the early days, but with the 
advent of the ‘ well-tempered clavichord ’, Bach 
was prompted to write his monumental 48 
preludes and fugues embracing all the keys.
